ernment, without limitation or rc- 
strietion’" The authority having en- 
tirely passed from the States, the 
right to exercise it lor the purpose ol 
protect inti does not exist in them 
and consequently, it it lie not possess* 

1 -I bv tin* general Government, it 
must l*e extinct. This indispensable 
power, thus surrendered by the 
Stales must he w ithin the scope of the 
authority on the subject expressly 
delegated to Congre-s. I am continu- 
ed a* well by the opinions of l’res- 
idcuis Wa-hiiigton, Jelfcrson, Mad- 
ison mu I M nnroe, who have each re- 
p- atcdlv icconn mli 'l the exercise 
of this right under the Constitution’' 

Well, Mr.llayward explained these 
three taels? No one ever heard of 
this doctrine that protection was iiu- 
eonstitutlonal until the Tarilf bill ot 
1 M2 1 came before the Senate. Hub- 
ert Young I layne made a speech on 
the lull when the ground was taken 
f..r the first time that Congress bad 
not tlie constitutional right to im- 
pose duties on imports tor 
protecting domestic manufactures, 
j This was the lieginiug of the free trade 
movement in tills country, and the 
old KeVohiii'Uiury f.uh< r* never heard 
of so strange a doctrine until Havin' 
gave it birth. Daniel Webster in a 
speech delivered at Albany, N. Y. 

I went so tar ns to sav: *'l defy the 
man who is in any degree conversant 
! with the history of this country from 
1 17' s 7 to 17W, when tlie Constitution 
j was adopted, to say that protection 
of American labor and American 
industries was not a leading, i niighi 
say the lending, motive, South as well 
as North, for the formulation of the 
j new Govcrntment. Without tlmt 
provision in the Constitution it could 
never Imve been adopted*’’ And this 
was ihc construction men of all liar- 
lies put upon the Consitution until 
the new school arose, of which Ha) ne 
was the founder. 

During tlie course of his remarks 
he took occasion to say that the

With great bombast and a flourish 
of trumpets, the world is informed of 
the existence ot the Burgess donation 
to the colored schools of the enmity 
and I am informed as to how I am 
expected, by law, to aeeouut for the 
proper disbursement of the interest 
thereon.

A. L. Chirk, of the Second Ken- 
tucky Congressional District, who has 
morn jack knives that were votod him 
fur being the ii|'lie>-t man on the fair 
grounds than any other man in the 
state, tohl a Blade man Itow the Hon. 
•la in ex McKenzie, World'* Fair com- 
missioner from Kentucky, gave up 
swearing. Mr. McKenzie is the first 
orator of the South, a wit, and a gen- 
tleman of the polish and finish neces- 
sary tv make one as universally pop- 
ular as he is. Here is Clark’s story: 

“Jim’s father was a strict church- 
man. He had ideas about bringing 
up his hoys which were too high to lie 
practical.

He 
had never lelieved his mind and 
tongue of the cussin’ that was in his 
heart. Jim proposed that they go 
down into the woods and have a day 
oil, in which they would both swear 
until they felt satisfied. 

“Off they went, Jim cussing every- 
thing he could think of; then he cuss- 
ed his brother; then his father, and 
then all the neighbors. His brother 
sailed in on the horses ami dogs and 
cattle and then began on the church 
members. He cussed the preucher, 
the man who paxsed the lint, the or- 
ganist, and then he cussed Jim and 
wound up on the old man. They 
cussed everybody nnd everything.

Tho German einjieror reigns over 
aotiiu Romun provinces anil bears u 
single heailed eagle with the crown 
of Cliurlemunge. The single headed 
eagle, assumed with tho imperial 
title by the first Najiolcon Bona 
parte, sets forth tho union of the 
whole Roman empire as the trudi 
tionul aim of his fumily. All this 
strikingly harmonizes with the ud 
niittod fact of the eontiuuance to tin 1 
present time, though iu a divided 
state, of the Roman empire, and sug 
gests thoughts as to what may lie 
the idtimute meaning of the words, 
“Wheresoever the Ixsly is, thither 
will the eagles be gathered together.”
